Tnz Condition or Fredericksburg. — The 
special correspondent of the New York Tri- 
bune writes from Fredericksburg to that paper 
as follows: 

I have spent the day in this city. I have 
several times described what Fredericksburg 
was; what Fredericksburg it you have also 
learned by telegraph in advance of the mail. 
The city has not only in part been burned, but 
ruined beyond almost hope of recovery. All 
who passed through the village of Sharpsburg 
two days after the battle of Antietam thought 
it would be almost impossible to make a town 
look more desolate and forsaken; but the ap- 
pearance of Sharpsburg as compared with that 
ot Fredericksburg iB comely and pleasnut. 
After the severe cannonading of yesterday, it 
seems to have been generally understood that 
the city would have been given up to pillage 
upon the occupation of our troops. The lead- 
ing citizens have long been known as the most 
bitter anti malignant rebels iu the State, anti 
have had much to do iu carrying Virginia out 
of tbo Union, in spito of an honest aud over- 
tv helming vote to the contrary. The ladies of 
Fredericksburg, especially, were spiteful and 
venomous to such a degree that on# almost 
forgot to recognize them as women. 

After uttering the most bitter invectives 
against tbo people of Fredericksburg, this 
charitable correspondent goes on to say: 

To-day those fine mansions are not stand- 
ing. A heap of smoldering embers is all that 
remains of them. Othors, less ostentations in 
their style of architecture, ure riddled and 
torn with shot and shell; the furniture broken 
aud defaced; the bedding ripped aud stripped, 
taken into the streets, and trodden Under loot; 
elegant china ware and cutlery, choice libra- 
ries ol books, rare works of art, are all heaped 
together in the streets, and are scrambled for 
as trophies. The old mansion of Douglas Gor- 
don— perhaps the wealthiest citizen in the 
Valley — Is now used as the headquarters of 
General Howard, but before he occupied it, 
every room had been torn with shot, and then 
all the elegant furniture and works of art 
broken and smashed by the soldier?, who burst 
into the house alter having driven the rebel 
sharpshooters from behind it. When I entered 
it early this morning, belore its occupation 
by General Howard, I found the soldiers of his 
line division diverting themselves with the 
rich dresses found iu the wardrobes; some had 
on bouncts of the fashion of last year, and 
were surveying themselves before mirrors 
which an hour or twoafterwards were pitched 
out of the window aud smashed to pieces upon 
the pavement; others had elegant scarfs bound 
around their heads in the form of turbans, and 
shawls around their waists, after the fashion 
of the Turks. What I saw in this mansion 
was repeated in nearly every ono which the 
flames had not destroyed. 

It is but the truth to say that tho wealthy 
citizens of Fredericksburg possessed something 
mor • <bnn wealth, and of much greater value 
— culture. I doubt if there is a village in New 
England that possesses more choice private 
limaries than did Fredericksburg the day be- 
fore tho bombardment. You can see that the 
Old orthodox religious element enters into 
nearly every one uf then). Said a soldier to 
me to-day, raking among a magqifioeqt pri- 
vate library, half covered with mud in the 
streets, "How intensely religious theso d — J 
reticle are.'' Not only solid works upon re- 
ligion and philosophy are found among the 
libraries, but txjoks in nearly all the modern 
languages, which looked as if they had been 
well read and appreciate, 1. 

We destroyed by fire yesterday nearly two 
whole squares of buildings, chiefly used for 
business purposes, together with the fine resi- 
dences of U. McDowell, Dr. fjmith, J- H- Kel- 
ly, A. 8. Cott, Wm. Slaughter, and many 
oilier smaller dwellings. Every store, I think, 
without an exception, was pillaged of every 
valuable article. A fine drug store, which 
would not have looked badly on Broadway, 
was literally one mass of broken glass and 
jars. / 

The British Consul was arrested last night, 
upon suspicion of being a rebel spy. bqt was 
In a short time released. This morning, at 
the request of Uenerfll How-ard, he was again 
arresietl, it being now positively known that 
he has secreted a.nd entertained armed rebels 
in bis house, and then aided them in their es- 
cape. 

Hkikmisuino on Sandy — Capture cit 
Arms, Munitions, Ac. — We learn from relia- 
ble gentlemen the particular# of the recent 
skirmish on Big Sandy river. Many different 
statements have been made, but the following 
is believed to be correct: 

Alout two weeks since Gpl. Dills, of the 
39th Kentucky, whose regOmct is at Piko- 
ville, ou Sandy, sent a fora*of 260 men, un- 
der Captain Tliorusbury, W Catlottsburg to 
guard Several boat loads of arms, munitions, 
clothing, provisions, Ac., which were intended 
for the 39th Kentucky. The expedition pro- 
ceeded safely as far as Wireman's Shoals, 
about five miles below Prestonsburg, where it 
was attacked by a force of rebels estimated at 
al>out 806, and commanded by George Floyd, 
a brother of the celebrated thief of that name. 
After skirmishing with the enemy a short 
time. Captain Thornsbury ordered a retreat, 
which was executed in good order. The Fed- 
eral loss was tw > killed and fiftoen missing. 
The enemy 's loss was ranch greater in killed 
aud wounded. At the first lire from Thorns- 
bury’s men, about forty Baddies were emptied, 
and most of those who fell were killed. 

There were seven boat loads of arms, Ac., 
consisting of about 700 muskets, 40,000 rounds 
of cartridges, several hundred uniforms, aud a 
large supply of provisions, all of which fell 
into the hands of the rebels. 

Among the killed on the Federal side was 
Col. L. J. Hampton, Adjutant of the 39th 
Kentucky, a resident of Uatlettsbnrg. lie was 
with the expedition, ou his way to join his 
regiment. When he saw there was no pros- 
pect of repulsing the enemy, he told the boys 
to save themselves ns best they could; that lor 
his part lie would be obliged to surrender, as 
he could not run, being a cripplo. lie tbeu 
peated himself on a log, lighted a cigar, and 
calmly awaited his fate. When the rebels 
came up one of them shot him dead. They 
then stripped him of all his clothing and 
dragged him about one hundred yards. 

Col. Hampton was an old and highly cb- 
teeraed citizen of Cutlettsburg. He was loved 
and rcepected by all who knew him, and 
leaves a highly intelligent and intereriing fam- 
ily to mourn bis loss. Since the commence- 
ment of onr nalional difficulties, he has been 
distinguished tor his unswerving devotion to 
the Union. lie has taken an active part in all 
operations against the rebels of the Sandy Val- 
ley, and has ever been distinguished for cool- 
ness and bravery in the hour of danger. His 
body was brought down to Catlettsburg on 
Thursday, and buried with military honors.

A Fiendish Plot. — Immediately after the 
battle of Fort Wayne, the army fell back 
within four miles of BentoDville for forage. 
While in this camp we were visited by scores 
of rebel ladies, one of them, a dashing, black- 
eyed, dazzling beauty, with that easy, wanton 
grace which so soon overcomes the unsuspect- 
mg youth. To this lady, Lieut. Masterson, of 
tbo 2d Indiana battery, showed every atten- 
tion, escorting her through the various camps, 
explaining to her the wondad'u! affairs in an 
army — how we “live, move, and have our be- 
ing/’ and many other little things which be- 
guile these love pastimes. This was on the 
1st of November, in Benton county, Arkansas, 
about ten o’clock in the forenoon. This an- 
gelic being — for she appeared as such, as there 
was not a work or an action which even indi- 
cated that she was not one of .the most vir- 
tuous, honest, upright ladies in all the land, 
aud a perfect paragon of her sex — with that 
careless, thoughtless, yet fascinating manner 
of expressing her desire, invited Lieut. 3Ias- 
terson to come to her hou3e — about a mile 
from camp — that afternoon. That afternoon 
he went, aceatnpauied by two brother officers. 

The young lady was “at home” with her 
uncle and aunt. After an hour or so, having 
drank abundantly of sweet eider, and eaten 
extensively of large, fine apples, Tomphina — 
for that is her given name, the last name is 
withheld for certain purposes — sitting close to 
the Lieuteuaut, whispered him to send his 
friends back to camp and remain with her 
until tea! (an article, by the way. not to be 
found in this country.) ne intimated to his 
friends that he desired to be alone, and they, 
not wishing to interfere with any arrangement 
he might have made advantageous to the ser- 
vice, mounted their horses and rode back to 
Camp. The uncle and auut were In another 
apartment ; the Lieutenantand Tomphina were 
alone, What passed during the three-fourths 
of an hour Immediately following is now 
known only to Tomphina; in her breaet it 
may ever remain a secret. AH that is kuown 
is that she went to the wiudow on the west 
side of the house, and raising it, said to ber 
auot, who happeued to be passing in the yard, 
“How pleasantly the suu shines; 1 thought I 
would let its giraial rays into tho room, they 
make everything look so cheerful!” Her aunt 
had scarcely passed into the other part of the 
house, when twelve men rode up to the win- 
dow whicii had just been raised, and directly 
in front of which the Lieutenant was stand- 
ing, and tired two shots at him. They imme- 
diately bursted into the room, seized him, aud 
carried him off on a horse to a mill one-half 
mile from the house. 

Whether the Lieutenant was wounded in the 
affair is not known, but a horse with a side 
saddle upon it was brought by the bushwhack- 
ers, aud Tomphina was mounted upon it be- 
fore Masterson was carried out of the house, 
and rode away with the guerilla baud. The 
Lieutenant s horse, with his pistols in the 
holsters, was Listened on the opposite side of 
the bouse, and was takeu along. The plan 
was well laid and well played to get what they 
termed’Otie of the “Fed. officers. ’ The guer- 
illas were liM near the house in the brush, 
and at Tompbina’s signal — raising the window 
— surrounded the house, and led the captive, 
ebnrnsed and snaryd by love’s wilos, into cap- 
tivity. They took a secluded road through 
the woods to the mill. 

The next morning, under Tomphina’s pil- 
low, was found the following note. I copy 
from the original in her own hand-writing: 

“My Diun Unclb and Aunt: I have sue* 
ceeded. My beauty, which you have always 
told me was not worth a fig in life, has to-day 
accomplished as much as the patriot Seneral 
in our glorious Confederacy. J aip content to 
offer niy beauty, virtue, even ljle itseli; upon 
my country’s altar. My bleeding country de- 
mands the sacrifice — willingly 1 obey! 

“I cauuot visit your house again uutil this 
war closes, which I pray God may be soon : 
hut when it does stop, I hope to come and 
receive the blessings of you both on the bead 
of your TOMPHINA.” 

As the Lieutenant did not return that even- 
ing, a search was instituted the next day, but 
it oqiy disclosed (ho fticts above emimeratefi. 
No cine as to the disposition of him could tie 
Obtained. Camp was moved fifteen miles 
further next day. No tidings. Camp was 
again moved twenty-two miles due 6outh of 
the scene, and twenty days after the occur- 
rence a man came into camp and said a body 
had washed ashore in the mill pond four days 
after this affair, and that an old man aud big 
little boy had buried i^ 4 l"*;ty was sent 
out, disinterred the body, which was not 
swollen or decayed, and found that it was the. 
body of Lieutenant Masterson I A minie ball

ok tub Condition ok the City. — Wo have 
been furnished with the following extract of a 
letter to tv gentleman from a relative in 
Charleston, S. C., under date of November 
10th: 

“The isolation of our position is grievous 
to be borne, and it is made more than ever 
dear to us that there are no ties so strong as 
those which bind us to the kindred amoug 
whom wo were born and bred, and those 
which bold our hearts to the land of our 
children. 

“Last evening there were at my house three 
gentlemen, each of whom has a wife and 
rhildren at the North; and a fourth, whose 
children are in Lowell. I have often had a 
dozen visitors at once, all of whom were exiles 
in our situation. You may then imagine that 
not all the residents of Charleston have for- 
gotten the land of their birth. Indeed, my 
own opinion is that the majority of the resi- 
dents of this city at this time would not mourn 
u> see tho old Hag waving in the breeze over 
the town. 1'he fire-eaters, who are too old to 
be in the army, have generally retired into the 
interior, where, wo trust they will remain. 
W hen the grand crash comes, it will find ns 
not grieving, but glad. Sieges and storms 
have lost their terrors to the people of this 
city. We bavo had so large a share of liberty 
nailer our uew goverum 'ut that we can cheer- 
fully submit for a time to the oppression of 
the Federal government. 

•“The bombardment of the city is not so great 
an evil us some others. With flour at $36 per 
barrel, corn at $2 50 per bushel, potatoes at 
$4 per bushel, coffee at $2 75 per pound, com- 
mon calico at $2 per yard, shoes $16 for my 
wife, to say nothing of $30 for a pair of pants, 
$1 30 fjr a pound of butter, aod $1 55 to $1 65 
a pound for yellow soap, bomb shells are not 
regarded as very terrible.

I have just paid $23 per cord for poor oak 
wood, and jjjuro are tiiousaudsof cortls within 
a few mites of the city, but no boats, no curs, 
no carts to haul it, no negroes to cut it — every- 
body, everything being used by the Confeder- 
ate government on the public works. 

“The efforts of the Government seem like 
desperation, but to any one who has common 
sense, ihere seems very little chance ot any 
successful defence. There is a committee of 
citizens now at work going around from house 
to house with the purpose of seeing who are 
intending to go away from the city in case of 
an attack, and make provision for moving 
such as cannot furnish means for their own re- 
moval or support there, at the public expense. 
Report say3 that they find a very small num- 
ber who propose or wish to leave. I prophecy 
that when this towu falls into the hands of 
the Federal Government, there will be such a 
different state of things here from what is gen- 
erally anticipated as to surprise many outside 
of it and many in it. The leaders of secession 
are no longer here, and they are thoroughly 
killed off so far as fbture influence goes, how- 
ever this war ends. Of no man is there more 
thorough detestation to-day, in South Caro- 
lina, than Robert Barnwell Rhett— net even 
Abraham Lincoln. The news of the death of 
his whole family would give more joy than 
auy other eveut I could name. How sure it is 
that every revolution of sucb a character as 
this kills its own sires! 

"The Northern papers talk alioul the absence 
of Union feeling in the South. There is no 
want of love for the old Government. It is 
daily growing stronger rather than weaker. 
But the power of that Government must be 
shown to he strong enough to occupy and po - 
scss the territory. Once give us a chance, and 
the pressure of the peril off, and the welkin 
will ring with joy at the downfall of the Con- 
federate Government. But as long as the 
Confederate Government is the one which ex- 
ercises exclusive power over us — as long as 
Virginia stands defiantly in front of the Fed* 
eral army— so long will all men hesitate to 
take the risk of openly espousing the Unit n 
cause. It is hard now to find any man who 
will avow that he was an original secessionist. 
But their pride is engaged in the conflict. 
That will veld to hard blows tliis winter. 
Then let Jeff DavD A Co. look out fur a peace 
party at the South.

Concerning Fish. — M. Claude Bernard has 
published in France a memoir on tbe eifrets of 
a short or quick death en the catuhlcnesa of 
fish. The observations apply to animals in 
general as well as to fish, as M. Bernard finds 
in all the muscular tissues a substance analo- 
gous to vegetable starch. This substance, 
which is accompanied by certain azotized mat- 
ters, disappears when the process of death is 
slow cither by disease or by slaughtering. 
Prolong tbe ngony of the animal, and you de- 
stroy this matter, the product of good nutri- 
tion, and spoil the meat. The same effect is 
produced by overdriving; the flesh of an over- 
driven ox parts more readily with its juices 
when soaked in water than that of an unfa- 
tigued animal. As regards fish, M. Bernard 
states that cod which die iu water are worse 
than those that dio in air.

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fcaru appears there is great political ex- 
citement at W ashington. Members of the 
Cabinet hare resigned, and military changes 
are rumored. No doubt the great disaster on 
the Ilappahannock has had much to do with 
the breaking up at the seat of Government, 
but we hope that the strong fermentation of 
the leaven of conservatism has bad and is 
having an important agency in the work. We 
cannot bo entirely confident of anything in 
these times, but it is our hope and prayer, 
that, in the reconstruction of the Cabinet, the 
beneficent workings of conservatism will be 
powerfully visible. We think that President 
Lincoln, if he will but give his own honest 
intellect fair play, must clearly see that he has 
been unhappily yielding to bad influences, and 
that all the just hopes of the nation no* rest 
uyton a prompt repudiation of tho68 influences 
and the adoption of a course of policy in 
keeping with the organic law of the govern- 
ment. The Constitution is the anchor of the 
ship of State. If cut loose from that, the ves 
sel will run wild before the storm, and all its 
mighty freightage of human happiness and 
human hopes will perish in the seething and 
yesty deep. 

l&aF" In considering the causes of the recent 
reverie, which has attended our arms on the 
Rappahannock under Gen. Rurnside, thecoun 
try will do justice to that able officer, and not 
hold him accountable for the delays and want 
of preparation, which had their origin in other 
quarter* Since he took command of the army 
of the Potomac, his superiors have been fully 
cognizant of the plan of the campaign; in- 
deed, it is notorious that Gen. Burnside has 
heen working out the programme of the War 
Department, in the inception of which he had 
no part. Weeks had elapsed since McClellan 
' was superseded and it was resolved to advance 
upon Richmond by the way of Fredericksburg, 
and yet from some fatal and criminal blunder 
the means of transportation across tile Rap- 
pahannock by pontoon bridges were not 
provided, until the rebels had time 
to mass an immense force to oppose our 
advance, to construct fortilicition3. aud 
to present every kind of embarrassment 
which is known to military science. I f Burn- 
side, when he first reached Falmouth on the left 
bank of the river, had not been arrested by a 
rapid and unfordable stream, but had been 
able to transport his entiro forces without dc 
lay, there is no doubt that by this time he 
could have held possession of the entire rail 
road down to Hanover Court House, while a 
powerful division from Fortress Monroe, by 
way of the Yorktown peninsula, would have 
placed the, rebel capital at our mercy. With 
one powerful corps on the north side of the 
James river, another on the south side near 
Suffolk, and still another advancing in the 
direction of Weldon, all concentrating on 
Richmond, we had a right to suppose that an 
easy victory was assured to the Federal arms 
But the same fatal procrastination which 
has led to so many previous disasters again 
paralyzed the movements of our troops, until 
they were called upon to attack an impregna 
ble position, and, after one of the most san- 
guinary battles of the war, to fall hack across 
the river to seek shelter from a storm of iron 
hail before which no body of men could stand. 
If those who planned this campaign intended 
to sacrifice the whole army they took the very 
steps to effect the object, and the skilful move- 
ment by which Burnside drew off his shattered 
command under cover of night, removed his 
pontoon bridges, and placed his men in a po- 
sition of comparative security, must have sadly 
disappointed them. But if the intention really 
was to achieve a victory and take a vigorous 
step toward crushing the rebellion in its very 
nest, then the stupid mismanagement, imbe- 
cility, and want of sagacity of those charged 
with the conduct of the war, have no parallel 
in the annals of the world’s battles. 

The people have just cause to bs indignant 
at the failure of the advance of Burnside, and 
will hold his superiors to a strict and terrible 
accountability, lie seems to have effected all 
that could possibly be done with his means 
he moved his vast army with great celerity 
and efficiency opposite to Fredericksburg to 
find his progress arrested by the want of trans- 
portation, and, while he was awaiting the 
snail-paced movements of some derelict De- 
partment, the enemy made every preparation 
to repel his army. Whose fault was it that 
the railroad from Acquia creek to the Rappa- 
hannock remained incompleted for days, when 
every hour’s delay was fatal? Who delayed 
the forwarding of the pontoonBwhen there are 
enough of them lying unused around Wash- 
ington to bridge nearly every river in the 
Union? Certainly the delinquent Kngi- 
neers and Quartermasters are known, and 
an example should be made of them. 
For every hour of agonizing delay that 
the brave Burnside and bis gallant men 
stood paralyzed, awaiting the, dilatory move- 
ments of imbecility, there is some one account- 
able. Let the country kii o w who they are; 
letcourjs-martial investigate their conduct and 
let them be driven from the service they have 
disgraced and the army they have jeoparded. 
We arc not willing that the disgrace and ig- 
nominy of thiB failure should rest upon Burn- 
side. We can well imagine how his proud 
heart chafed when he was compelled to rest 
upon the north bank of the river and see the 
rebcb intrench themselves, without the pow- 
er to dislodge them. The War Department 
could easily have prevented this, and yet did 
not.‘ We regret to learn that the opinion is 
becoming very prevalent at Washington 
that the delay wa3 intentional, although 
this seems to us almost too monstrous for 
belief. Political aspirations are, however, no 
doubt destroying ihs vigorous ] rosecution of 
the war; au active General is met with 
embarrassments whenever he puts him- 
self in a condition to achieve popularity by 
success. Complaints loud and deep reach us 
from every quarter of the incompetency or 
treachery which consigns our armies to as- 
sured defeat and our Generals to the bitter 
mortification which attends discomfiture. Let 
the blame rest where it belongs and not upon 
such men as Burnsido and McClellan. Let 
the country know the real delinquents, or we 
Bhalt soon be left without an officer who will 
bo willing to risk his honor and his laurels in 
the face of such untoward influences and such 
shameful embarrassments. 



t®"The New York Tribune, which is suf- 
fering even more terribly than usual from 
chronic u $»egro on the Brain , republishes 
General Boyle's order excluding negroes, from 
the camps of this District, with the following 
eracious aud interesting commentary: 

This on its face is only a milder version of 
the unwise ‘ Order No. 3" emitted by General 
Halleck. It is cautiously worded, with the 
evident purpose of avoiding an issue under 
the article of war above referred to. But the 
government seem3 to be dealing in this matter 
wiib facts; with substance, not shadows. 
The practical effect of the order was to no- 
tify all slave-owners that the lines of the 
Union armies afforded no protection to fugi- 
tives, and to recognize their inalienable right 
to pursue and arrest their chattels wherever 
found. It was so considered at Washington, 
for Gen. Boyle, ns a recent despatch informs 
us, was promptly warned that his action was 
disapproved, and, on pain of dismissal, must 
lie forthwith reformed. The hint was not lost 
on the Kentucky General, lie discharged 
from prison the negroes there held to await 
their claimants and put them on work to Gov- 
ernment service.

We should have been far from objecting if 
the President had acted with much greater 
severity, but for once a lenient reproof seems 
to have been effectual. It is idle to say that 
the order does not practically employ the 
nion forces in kidnapping work. Under it, 
the slaves were held in prison, if no worse. 
They understood aud their masters under- 
stood its meaning. Before it was issued, the 
fugitive blacks within the Union lines were 
free. To eject them was to re-enslave them . 
to deny them the protection of the H ig which 
was the pledge ot their redemption. General 
Boyle was a Kidnapper in heart and act. The 
Government granted him days of grace, and 
he does what he may to deserve its mercy. 
We shall watch his future proceedings witl* 
interest, and not without hope that his repent- 
ance may be as sincere as it was unselfish, and 
as steadfast as it wa3 sudden. 

Now, we dislike to imbitter tho joy even of 
so pitiless a malignant a3 the New York Tri- 
bune, but truth requires us to inform this hon- 
est and patriotic sheet, however miserable the 
information may render it, that Gen. Boyle 
has received from the Government no intima- 
tion of whatever description that his order is 
disapproved or is not heartily approved; and, 
furthermore, that he has taken from the jail no 
negroes that' he has not returned after the 
work on which he employed them was com 
pleted. In short, it is our duty, painful but 
stern, to assure the Tribune that the facts con- 
tained in the extracts above, like the criti 
cisms, are without a shadow of foundation in 
truth. We entreat the Tribune's forgiveness, 
but the truth is3o. Nay, candor forces us to con- 
fess that the policy asserted iu the order of 
General Boyle is now the prevailing policy in 
Kentucky, and, what may prove even more 
exasperating to the Tribune, that the effects of 
the policy are everywhere salutary, and are es- 
pecially salutary in the District commanded 
by General Boyle himself, wherein the soldiers, 
separated altogether from the demoralizing 
contact of vagrant negroes and negresses, are 
diligently trained in the arts of war, and 
stand ready at all times to practice them with 
spirit and efficiency. The policy is indeed 
pronounced a military necessity by cowman 
ders without respect to nativity or political 
opinion. Such, Tribune, are the facts stated 
generally but truthfully, while the facts 

stated by you are not facts. They are “airy 

nothings ’, to which Kentucky does not give

1 have no answer to make to that paragraph 
save that it is a black, wilful, and malicious 
lie, and I believe its author to be a poltroon 
and a coward. It is true that in the perform- 
ance of my duty I arrested Col. Snell, and at 
the proper time 1 am prepared to prove to all 
the world that there is scarcely a man in the 
United States so utterly unfit for any position 
in the army as little Tom Snell. 

In conclusion, the author very kindly sug- 

f ests that I he dismissed from the service. If 
am to be dismissed because I am man and 
soldier enough to do my duty, I care not how 
soon the dismissal comes. Un more than a 
dozen fields of blood and slaughter 1 have 
proved my devotion to tny country, yet 1 have 
no hesitancy in saying that I regard all aboli- 
tionists as traitors to their country, and it is 
my sincere belief that abolitionism is daily 
doing more harm to our cause than all the 
rifles in the hands of the rebels. Whether this 
is sufficient ground to dismiss me for, 1 leave 
the public to decide. 

In conclusion I would say, that, if Colonel 
Thomas Snell or any of his frieuds desire to 
pick a personal quarrel out of me, because 
A did my duty, I am willing and ready to ac- 
commodate them. And, if the Editor of the 
Tribune allows another article to appear in his 
paper, reflecting upon me as an ollicer or as a 
gentleman, I will hold him personally respon- 
sible, aud make him swallow the libel or fight

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The Nashville Union has learned from 
Judge Whitworth, of the couuty court, that 
there are in Davidson county, in which Nash 
ville is situated, five hundred families of sol 
diers in the Confederate arm}’, all dependent on 
charity for support, and four hundred and fifty 
other destitute persons, most of them repre 
s-mting families. It is for the relief of these 
sufferers that Governor Johnson has made as- 
sessments upon the property of rich rebels in 
and around Nashville. The rebels levied on 
complain bitterly that the measure is not an 
tliorized by the Constitution and the laws, and 
perhaps it is not, but precious little right have 
they to plead the Constitufion and the laws af- 
ter having done and whilst still doing every 
thing in their power to subvert them. There 
is and must be in that section a military gov 
eminent for the present, and military govern 
ments, as we all know, acknowledge no law 
above wha* they deem the law of necessity, 
These wealthy rebel citizens, who claim that 
the} suffer martyrdom in being required to con 
tribute perhaps one per cent of their wealth to 
tho feeding and clothing of the hungry and 
naked families ofthe soldiers they have induced 
to go into the rebel armies, notoriously uphold 
all the oppressive nets done in Tennessee hy 
the rebel military and judicial authorities in 
the Slate and by the relwl Government at 
Richmond. Gov. Johnson himself, the Hon 
Horace Maynard, and other prominent Union 
men, whose old homes are in the portions of 
Tennessee under Confederate sway, have had 
their whole accessible property confiscated to 
rebel use; thousands of loyal citizens in East 
and Middle Tennessee are stripped by the rebel 
courts ot everything they had in the world 
and reduced with tbeir families to penury; it 
is the law of the Southern Confederacy that 
every Union man forfeits his whole property 
and not only that but his personal liberty; and 
yet the opulent rebels around Nashville, who 
exult in all this, hold that Gov. Johnson, one 
of the utterly impoverished viciims of rebel 
confiscation, is guilty of horrible oppression, 
guilty of a shocking outrage on human rights, 
in requiring them to contribute an insignficnnt 
per centage of their fortunes to save from desti 
tution and death the poor families of their own 
dupes and victims. John Overton, the richest 
man in Tennessee, rejoices in the seizure of the 
possessions and the imprisonment or banish 
meut of the persons of all Union men, and he has 
given an estate valued at five millions of dol- 
lars t.i sustain the cause of the rebellion and 
thus bring about the terrible condition of 
things that exists, and he thinks it bitter op- 
pression, revolting cruelty, a monstrous hard- 
ship, that he must pay $2,500 to keep alive 
the miserable victims he has helped to make 
We, as conservatives, desire to see the civil 
law have unobstructed operation wherever it 
is equal to the critical exigencies that exist, 
but surely the lending' Tennessee rebels and 
tbeir sympathizers, instead of uttering com 
plaints, may well marvel at the extraordinary 
forbearance with which they are treated.

Of course the delivery to our city subscrib- 
ers is kept back a little. But wc repeat our 
request that they will bear with us. It is only 
because the Journal is so immensely popular, 
that they fail to get it as soon as they want it. 
At any rate we will soon remedy, if (ossible, 
all occasion of dissatisfaction. Hard as the 
times are, and fearfully as publishers of news- 
papers are oppressed by the multitudinous bur- 
dens imposed on them, we shall shortly have 
a four-cylinder press, costing us many thou- 
sands of dollars, and thus enable ourselves to 
spread the Journal throughout the city at the 
dawn of day.

Material for Paper. — W e nre assured, on 
the authority of Messrs. J. Frazer k Co., of 
Rochester, New York, through whose agency 
the patent Was obtained, that an undoubted 
substitute for ragg, as material for paper, has 
at length been produced in the invention of 
Charles Beach, of Penn Van, N. V., for reduc- 
ing Hfix to lint. The process consists in cut- 
ting the flax straw into short pieces, usually 
about an inch in length, and subjecting it thus 
prepared to tho opeiation of grinding, by 
means of prepared rollers which traverse a re- 
volving bed — the effect of which is to com- 
pletely pulverize the woody portion of the 
stalk and separate it from the fibre or lint, 
which is left in a condition ready for bleach- 
ing and grinding into pulp. 

What is remarkable, and which insures the 
success of the process, is that no rotting i3 re- 
quired, a3 the flax can be worked in the con- 
dition in which it is left when threshed fjr the 
seed. This is no experiment, as Mr. Beach 
has a machine now in operation w r hich is pro- 
ducing lint from flax of this year’s grow til at 
a cost f he stales) of five cents per pound. 

When it is remembered that linen is the 
best material known for paper, a very small 
proportion of which, mixed with old paper, 
or other inferior stock, produces a fair grade 
of printing paper, we may well believe that 
with soil and climate adapted to producing an 
unlimited supply of flax, and under the pres- 
ent pressure of public want, this or some kin- 
dred invention w ill inaugurate a new ersi in 
paper-making, and give us not only an abun- 
I dan l supply but that of an improved quality.

The Distress in France . — The London Times' 
Paris correspondent writes that the distiess, 
resulting from the cotton famine, begins to be 
most severely felt in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts of France. The sufferings of the work- 
ing classes are daily on the increase. Some 
of the principal manufacturers and merchants 
state, in an address, that “in the Department 
of the Lower Seine 100,000 workmen are now 
destitute, and to-morrow there will be 350,000. 
From every quarter, town, and village, as 
well as from the rural districts, we get the 
most melancholy accounts. The communes 
have exhausted their very last resources. The 
retail dealer has no longer money or credit. 
The manufacturer has no longer tile means of 
employing bis workmen. We are happy"to 
testify that each one does his duty nobly. The 
sacrifices of the master are numerous and in- 
cessant; the resignation of the working man 
dignified and calm, but, destitute as he is, he 
can no longer wait.”

Headquarters Army ok tuk Potomac, 1 
Falmouth, December 19. j 
To If. IF. llnlleck, Qencral-in. Chief, Wash- 
ington : 

I liftve (be hOnor to offer t lie following 
reasons for moving tbe army of the Potomac 
across tbe Rappahannock sooner than was an- 
ticipated by the President, tbe .Secretary of 
War, or yourself, and for crossing nt a point 
different from the one indicated to you at our 
last meeting: During my preparations for 
c rossing at the place I Dad first selected, I dis- 
covered that the enemy had thrown a large 
portion of his force down the river and else- 
where, thus weakening his forces in front; and 
also that I discovered that he did not antici- 
pate the crossing of our whole force at Fred- 
ericksburg, and I hoped by rapidly throwing 
tbe whole command over at that place to sepa- 
rate, by a uniform attack, the lorcea of the en- 
emy on the river below from those behind and 
on the crest in the rear of the town; in which 
cuse we could fight them with great advantage 
,f J in our favor. To do this we had to gain a 
: height on the extreme rightof the crest, which 
height commanded tho new road lately mac's 
by tbe enemy for the purpose of more rapid 
communication along his lines, which point 
gained, his position along the right crest would 
have been scarcely inhabitable, and he could 
have been driven from them easily by an at- 
tack on bis front in connection with a move- 
ment on the rear of the crest. 

How near we came to accomplishing our 
object, future reports will show. Hut for tbe 
fault of unexpected and unavoidable delay in 
building the bridges, which gave the enemy 
twenty-four hours more to concentrate his 
forces in his 6tron- position, we would ulmost 
certainly have succeeded, in which case the 
battle would have been, in my opinion, lar 
more decisive than if we had crossed at the 
places first selected. As it was, we came very 
near success. 

Failing in accomplishing the main object, 
we remained in order of battle two days, long 
enough to decide that the enemy would not 
come out of his strongholds to fight us with 
his infantry. After which we crossed to 
this side of the river unmolested, without 
the loss of men or properly. As the day 
broke our loug lines of troops were seen 
marching to their different positions as if go- 
ing oir parade. Not the least demoraliztion or 
disorganization existed. To tbe brave officers 
and soldiers who accomplished the feat of re- 
crossing the river in the face of tbe enemy, I 
owe everything. For the failure in the attack, 

I am responsible, as»the extreme gallantry, 
courage, and endurance shown by them was 
never exceeded, and would have carried the 
points, had it been possible. To the families 
of tbe dead I can only otter my heartfelt svm- 
patliies, but lor tbe wounded 1 can offer" in v 
earnest prayers' for their comfortable and final 
recovery. 

The fact that I decided to move from War- 
renton on this line rather against the opinion 
of the President. Secretary of War, and your- 
self. and that you left the whole movement in 
my hands, without giving the orders, makes 
me responsible/ I will visit you very soon, 
and give yon more definite information, and, 
finally, will send you my report, in which

Earl Rus- 
sell desires me to state to you that British 
property on board a vessel belonging lo one of 
the belligerents must be subject to all the 
risks and contingencies of war, so far as the 
capture of the vessel is concerned. The own- 
ers of any British property, not being contra- 
band of war, on board a Federal vessel cap- 
tured and destroyed by a Confederate vessel 
of war, may claim in a Confederate prize court 
compensation for destruction of such prop-

The Confederates in tbe State are di- 
vided.into two grand divisions, under Holmes 
and Hindman, the former ou the cast side of 
White River, and the latter at North Moun- 
tain. They are mostly Texans and Louisian- 
ians. Bacon at Little Rock is sixty cents a 
pound, and Hour from seventy to one hundred 
dollars a barrel. Corn is tbe principal article 
grown this year. Quinine is worth from forty 
to sixty dollars an ounce. 

The Confederates are massing their forces on 
Bit' Black River, near Canton, Miss. 

The Grenada Appeal has not been issued 
since the removal from Grenada. 

Rev. Dr. White, of the Episcopal Church, 
formerly a rank secessionist, preached a ser- 
mon in favor of peace on last Sunday in Mem- 
phis. Gen. Sherman and many army officers 
were present. 

Gov. Johnson having appointed tbe 29th 
inst. for the election of Congressmen, there is 
likely to be quite a canvass and a full vote in 
Memphis.

Whatevor the cavalry 
was in the early part of the war in our late 
campaigns, both nero and in Virginia, they 
have shown quite as great efficiency as the in- 
fantry. As an instance of this, Col. Kennett, 
with some 1,200 cavalry and two pieces of ar- 
tillery, parts of the 1st and 2d brigades, held 
Hartsville for two weeks in the very face of 
both Morgan’s and Forest's cavalry and a body 
of Infantry and eight pieces of artillery. He 
kept Us on the continual alert, and a large 
scout went out every day, driving in their 
pickets and skirmishing with them. Our 
place was taken by three regiments of Infan- 
try with two pieces of cannon and a few cav- 
alry, and the result was the capture of all in 
less than ten days' time by the same forces op- 
posed to us. 

The 1st brigade, commanded by tho brave 
Ool. E. M. McOook. of the 2d Indiana, were, 
after frequent successful skirmishes with 
Bragg's rear guard, detailed to guard the im- 
mense wagon train of Bnell's army through 
from the Green River to Louisville. Buell in 
this, Min other parts of h'ls Kentucky cam- 
paign, showed great strategy, and made a 
•ompleto success. He knew that the enemy 
would watoh for this train, fifteen miles long, 
and capture or destroy it lr poasible. Instead, 
therefore, of bringing If torward upon the road 
on wbioh the army came, he sent it twelve miles 
furthor west; and had McCook's brigade of 
cavalry u> aoout the road continually trout 
Ktianbethtown to Munfordville, covering the 
vast train, as II passed safely through Litch- 
field on to Louisville, without over being even 
seen bv the enomv. While scouting here on 
the road, and skirmishing with the enemy 
over toward Bardstown, covering tho train 
and rear of BueiPs army, and keening the 
enomv in continual alarm, this brigaoo af- 
fected one of the most brilliant affairs of the 
eampaign. 

We received information that a cavalry 
regiment was encamped at New Haven, watch- 
ing our movement*. Colonel Rennet, the 
ever vigilant cavalry division commander, de- 
termined if possible to surprise and capture 
the force. Colonel McCook, always ready for 
any daring movement, was also anxious fbr 
the adventure, and Colonel Wolford, though 
almost past riding from his woand, was ready 
and eager for the execution of any plan they 
might adopt. It was finally arranged that 
seven hundred men, under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Stewart, should underbike the affair. Two 
hundred and fifty of Wolford's regiment took 
the advance under that daring officer, Captain 
Adams, nnd the others were to support him — 
two hundred and fifty from the 2d Indiana, 
Rnd two hundred of the 3d Kentucky. Captain 
Jenkins, since killed in the battle of Chaplin 
.Hills, Lieutenants Coppage, Tandtke. Paukey, 
Dick Beattie, and Sergeants Humphrey and 
Kimbrel, led tho do toe tumults from their sev- 
eral companies. 

Lieut. Ool. Stewart planned the attack and 
Capt. Adams executed it. As the euemy was 
known to he on tho alert aad using tue ut- 
most Vigilance to prevent a sarprise, the most 
difficult part of the affair was the capture of 
the picket* so as not to give tho alarm. Lieut. 
Coppage nnd Sergeant H umphrey, with twelve 
men, were sent forward by Capt. Adams to 
attempt this part, and most adroitly nnd gal- 
lantly did they oxecote it. Sergeant Ilnm- 
phrey and one other went bolbre some fifty 
yards with Instructions that if there were only 
two men on picket to dash np to them anJ. 
presenting arms, demand an Immediate ana 
silent sMronder; bat in case there were sovo- 
ral on pickot, they were to make signal to 
those behind, who were to dash forward at 
full speed and overpower them or give chase 
and the whole column would charge after 
them. The advance two came upon the first 
picket ot two faen and by a rapid dash cap- 
tured them without firing a gun or giving any 
other alarm. The second picket was taken 
In the same way with liko success, and they 
now learned that there was a third picket of 
some fifteen, near trie bridge over the Rolling 
Fork. The first twelve were now sent for- 
ward, and a company detailed to advance 
closely behind, to sustain them. By another 
brilliant dash these fifteen were also captured, 
and no gnn fired to alarm the enmp, now about 
a mile distant. The rest of Captain Adams's 
command was now bronght up, and forming 
by fours, ho gave the command for a charge 
over the bridge, through the town of New 
Haven, up ihto tho camp of the enemy 
in the woodB beyond the town. The snn hail 
Jnst risen as they charged throngh the bridgo 
with a roaring sound like thunder for some 
minutes, and then, under the heavy clond of 
dnst, their swords, guDa, nnd pistols gleaming 
)ike lightning beneath it, they Unshed through 
the town, and then opened their unearthly 
about of "the wolf! the wolfl huzzal huzzal' 1 
uud charged around tho camp of their terri- 
fied foes. The head of the columu, now half 
nrotrod their oaran, the enemy began to rush for 
their arms, when Captain Adams shouted, bait I 
and present arms! All with the precision and 
coolness of veterans In n moment leveled their 
guns upon the now p.anlo-etricken, confused 
enemy; and the Captain at the ton of his voico 
called Out “I demand your Immediate uncon- 
ditional surrender.” "To whom mn9t I sur- 
render" called out Ool. Crawford In command 
of the 3d Georgia cavalrv, as he now stepped 
forward. “To Captain Adams, commanding 
the 1st Kentucky cavalry," replied the Cap- 
tain. "Give me a fow momenta to consult 
my office™ will von?” said the Colonel. 'T 
have no time to fool away,” replied the Cap- 
tain. “Two minutes and a half, sir, and I will 
order my men to work upon yon. If I have 
only that time, Captain, said the Oolonel, I 
will surrender at once, expecting good treat- 
ment from so gallant an officer ana such brave 
men as yon have the honor to command.” 
The tamp was accordingly surrendered, and 
the whole force, oonsistin’g of nearly ail the 
9d Georgia cavalry, a few of the 1st Ken- 
tucky rebel cavalry, and a few TJfpias 
rangers. In all some 300 men, without tho 
fire of a gtin. Before the other gal- 
lant fellows could come up, the whole 
affair was over and they only had 
the plensnro of foeliug that they had aiso 
gallajajjr done their part, in coming up to the 
supJWf of tbs more fortunate advance, to 
whom the main credit of the exploit hue been 
awarded. As the advance dashed around the 
eamp a group stood near them looking on In 
woDder. As they halted, one exclaimed, "You 
are not V an kees, aro y ou ?' ' “No," answered 
Sergeant Humphrey. He turned to his fellows 
nnd, clapping his hands, exclaimed, "Didn't I 
tell yon they were not Yankees? Didn't I 
tell von so? Who are yon?” he called out 
again. " Wolford ca fairy " replied the Ser- 
geant. Then rateing his hands in utter de- 
spair, tho poor Georgian exclaimed, "Good 
heavens! then we are gone.” They were 
marched over to Elizabethtown, and from 
thence sent on to Louisville, and 1 suppose 
Lave long since been exchanged. We can but 
wish them health and prosperity, >u they were 
a fine looking sot of men, and tonsvish them 
a like good future should we irU&flhem again 
on the battle-field. "The Wolf of Kentutwy” 
treats his prisoners well, and we wish to cap- 
ture and kindly send home a fow thousand 
more as we did about 1,200 in on r late Ken- 
tucky campaign. KIRKWOOD. 

Ivvt.ntiox or k Tmibiblb Wsiroit or De- 
struction. — A correspondent of the Boston 
Traveller on board the screw sloop-of-war 
Koarsage, sent, while in the Bay of Algeairas, 
a letter dated Oct, 28th, announcing the dig* 
eovery of a terrible weapon of destruction W 
Engineer Whittaker, or that vessel, against 
which even the most formdable lron-ciau 
would be no protection. Mr. Whittaker was 
Sent home to report to tho Secretary of the 
Navy, and it would seem from too following 
statement that his invention had been approved 
and was about to be tested : 

“Iron-olad steamer Ozark. 2, now in eourso 
of construction at Mound OUv, eight miles 
above Cairo, III., Is about 110 feet in length, 
will have four propellers, and a turret, twenty 
feet in diameter, for two large guns. The 
boiier* are in and the armor put on for about 
sixty feet on both sides. First Assistant Engi- 
neer James W. Whittaker is examining the 
vessel with a view to apply his new invention 
for tho destruction of iron-clad boats of all 
kind*, having been ordered there by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for that purpose. It would 
not be proper to explain what the nature of 
this invention is; suffice it to say Mr. Whitta- 
ker has letters from chief engineers in our 
navy and other scientific men, inctnding Oapt. 
Ericsson's principal engineer, wherein they 
express that? ntmost confidence in tho plan, 
nnd recommand a trial speedily. Commander 
Porter is said to he highly delighted with it, 
and gratified that he is to have the opportunity 
of testing it first.” 

Another Strike at the iV < ivy Yard . — The 
ship-carpenters employed in the Brooklyn Na- 
vy Yard suspended work on Thursday morn- 
ing on account of the refusal of the officers to 
advance their wages from $2 75 to $3 per day. 
The workmen claim that by a law of Congress 
they are entitled to as high a rate of wages in- 
side the yard as is paid outside; and it appears 
that the New York master ship-enrnenters now 
pay from $2 50 to $2 75, nnd *3 50 per day. 
The meeting adjourned subject to the call of 
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iCorrospoiuleuce N. V Times.]

If the advance from Fredericksburg was not 
successful, the retreat certainly was. Gen. 
Lee, for opce, Las been outgeneraled. He ex- 
pected to annihilate the Army of the Potomac, 
and probably would have done so if General 
Burnside had persisted in his attempt to carry 
the rebel stronghold. 

Had Gen. Leo had the faintest idea of wbat 
we were about last night, he would have 
opened his whole line of batteries upon the 
city, hurled his infantry from their hiding 
places upon our rear and Hanks, and rendered 
the safe retreat tbf the whole army absolutely 
impossible. He could, with ease, have sent as 
many men to the grave, the hospitals, and to 
his prisons in Richmond, as he did iu the bat- 
tlo of tho 13th. But, from all appearances, he 
knew nothing of what Gen. Burnside intend- 
ed to do with his army. Mven our pickets, not 
50 yards from the eoemy’s and not 500 yards 
from the suburbs of the city, knew nothing of 
the evacuation until daylight, aud fifty of them 
were taken prisoners before they were ablo to 
reach the pontoon bridges. 

The retreat commenced at 8 o'clock last eve- 
ning. and before daylight this morning the 
entire three grand divisions of the army, with 
ail their artillery and ammunition trains, and 
all the cavalry, were safe upon this side of the 
river; Not a single pontoon, plank, or coil 
was lost. All the bridges aro safe beyond the 
reach of shot or shell. 

Fifty pickets taken prisoners are the sntn 
total of our loss in the movement. The night 
was the most favorable possible. A strong 
south wind, rising to a stiff gale at midnight, 
carried the sound of the artillery and trains 
passing over the river away fronr the rebel 
army, and tho darkness anu raiu, winch oin 
might naturally think obstacles to so great an 
undertaking, contributed to its success. 

The three grand divisions occupy nearly the 
Bame relative position they did before they 
crossed the river. Gen. Sumner is still upon 
the right, but reaches further up, and rests near 
the river. Gen. Hooker Uns the venire, and 
occupies his old camping grounds. Gen. 
Franklin Is On the left, out is several miles iu 
advance of his old position. Gens. Sigel and 
Slocum are where they can either be of assist- 
ance to Gen. Burnside in another movement, 
or render aid to Gen. Heintzelman in the de- 
fence of Washington. 

The Army of the Potomac is still a mag- 
nificent one. • It is, to be sure, smaller by six- 
teen thousand than it was a week ago, but 
larger by fifty thousand men than Gen. Lee's. 
We have not lost a single piece of artillery, 
and, I believe, not a singlo mail at the guns. 
Our cavalry in numbers is still the same. But 
sixteen thousand men have fallen, who were 
not panic stricken, who did not run, are lving 
either dond and unburied upon the battle-field, 
or in the hospitals, or within the lines of the 
rebel army. 

I am satisfied that I do not over-estimate 
our loss. A prominent officer, whoso special 
duty It is to know, told me this morning that 
my estimate was too small by two thousand. 
The battle of Fredericksburg was one of the 
mostsingnlar on record. The loss, 1 am satisfied, 
was nearly all upon our side. The enemy's 
dead and wounded, I do not believe, will ex- 
ceed two thousand. Gen. Lee brought to hear 
against us shell, round shot, grape, canister, 
Miuie balls, and buckshot. Opposed to this 
storin of every variety of ammunition we 
simply used the bullets and bayonets of our 
infantry. Undcrthe tremendous fire from the 
enemy’s works upon the hills it was absolutely 
Impossible to obtain positions for our artillery. 
Ten batteries, it is true, were in ronstsnt ac- 
tion upon this side of the river, but the rebel 
batteries they commanded did not deign to 
return a shot until Sunday. 

All that we succeeded in doing was to keep 
one or two of the enemy's guns commanding 
our extreme right silent for an hour oi two. 

I do not believe we disabled a single gun in 
the rebel intrenehments. 

The loss of sixteen thousand will be distribu- 
ted as follows: In the corps of Gen. Couch 

on the right Gen. French lost 5,000; General 
Hancock, 4,500; Oen. Howard, 1,000. Gen. 
Wilcox commanding a corps in tho same 
Grand Division, in all his skirmishes on 
Sunday and Monday, probably lost 500. Gen. 
Butterfield, whose corps was also upon the 
right, although of Hooker’s Grand Division, 
and was in the city on the left of General 
Sumner, lost nearly one thousand. General 
Whipple's division of Gen. Stoneman’s corps 
was dotachcd, and during the battle was under 
the command of Gen. Butterfield. His loss 
bv skirmishing and picket duty will not ex- 
ceed 100. 

On the left, and two miles below the city of 
Fredericksburg, Gen. Franklin, who, in addU 
tion to his own corps, had two divisions from 
the corps of Gen. Stonoman (Gens. Birney 
and Sit tics) lost 4,000, distributed as follows: 
Oen. Meade, commander of the Pennsylvania 
Reserves, 2,000; Gen. Gibbon 1,000; aiid Gen. 
Birney 1,000. 

On tho morning of tho battle, tho Army of 
the Potomac was really divided into two armies. 
Tho one to Fredericksburg, consisting of Gen. 
Sumner's grand division, the corps of Gen. 
Butterfield, and the division of Gen. Whipple, 
from Gen. Stoncman's corps — in all, ten divis- 
ions. Two miles below Fredericksburg, aud 
entirely reparated from the right, Gen. Frank- 
lin moved with the corps of Gens. Smith und 
Reynolds, caustituting bis grand division, and 
the divisions of Gen. Sickles and Birney, un- 
der the command of Gen. Stonoman — having, 
in a)!, eight divisions. 

The estimates I have given above were ob- 
tained yesterday and to-day from the Generals 
who were themselves in the action. 

As soon os it became known to the few citi- 
zens of Fredericksburg who remained behind 
our arrnv huddling together in the ruins, and 
to the rebels upon the hills, that we had evacu- 
ated the city, a rush was made for the old bofts 
hanging In the tattered towers and steeples ot 
the churches, aud n ioyftil peal soon rang 
over the town, nnd echoed through the valley, 
and blended Its music with the strains of our 
own national airs. 

Between fifteen and twenty poor whltesand 
forty nnd fifty negroes came in with the army. 
They had the choice of remaining in the city 
or keeping within our lines. They chose tire 
latter, ana, being entirely destitute, General 
Sumner has given them two or three rooms 
In the Phillips House, nnd daily furnishes 
them with food from his own table. The 
dwelling-houses of these poor people were en- 
tirely destroyed, togother with all their scanty 
furniture and clothing. What they are to jo 
for a livelihood while the war lasts, none of 
them knows. 

They all say, however, that their condition 
is much better than that of the hundreds who 
are encamped upon tho hills back of Freder- 
icksburg. The town has hardly a ten an table 
dwelling-house in it. More than one half of 
them will have to be rebuilt, and all of them 
refurnished. The rich and the poor suffered 
nliko. The first night of our occupation fin- 
ished what the slot and shell of Gen. Hunt 
had commenced. 

The railroad depot to-night is crowdod with 
long trains of ambulances filled with tho 
wounded and the dying. They all Bcem to be 
as well provided for as it is possible. All 
night, and perhaps all day to-morrow, they 
will be compelled to lie upon the hard iloor of 
the cars or the deck of the steamboat. Poor 
follows I who has a heart that does not ache 
for them? Who would not gladly sacrifice 
something from his own comfort to alleviate 
their sufferings? 

Rince Mt o'clock there has been no cannon- 
ading from either party. The rebel pickets 
have resumed their old positions on the bank 
of the river, and entered into friendly chat 
with onr own. Of conrse, they are very Ju- 
bilant over what they consider the greatest 
victory of the war, but frankly acknowledge 
that we played off npon them their old game 
of slipping off quietly and cleverly when we 
fonnd ourselves in a tight place. One of shem 
said that onr Generals not only had fo learn 
how to fight, hut how to retreat from General 
Lee. 

I fear there is something more than mere 
banter iu all this. I have heard these rebel 
pickets utter some stubborn truths since I havo 
been here, and begin to think they know al- 
most as much as some of our Generals. 



TO TUB coMUO.N 



In consequence of the recent occupation of 
onr State Capital by the Confederate forces, 
the annual distribution of blanks and docu- 
ments pertaining to tbe Common School de- 
partment has been delayed until the present 
time. Copies of the Annual Report for 1861 
of tho Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
together with blank forms for Countv Com- 
missioners and School Trustees, blank drafts 
on the Auditor of Public Accounts — both gen- 
eral aud special — blank receipts, and other 
necessary forms, will be distributed with the 
public books and documents; all of which 
may be expected at tbeir several places of .des- 
tination within a few weeks from this date. 

It is hoped that, npon receipt of Trustees' 
blanks by tbe County School Commissioners, 
they will immediately distribute the same 
among the School Trustees of their respective 
counties, 60 as to insure, if possible, a report 
from every district in which a Common School 
was taught. 

The General Assembly, by a special act in 
reference to Common Schools, approved ou 
the 15th of March lost, authorized School Com- 
missioners to report to this department up to 
May 1, 1862. But it will be observed that this 
act was ouly provisional and temporary in its 
operations. It extended the timo for report- 
ing schools which were taught duriug last 
year several months, in order that difficulties 
growiug out of the troubled condition of our 
State at the time should be, as far os possible, 
remedied or avoided. This special law is not 
now in force; and from and after the present 
date the general school late must, iu all res- 
pects. be comnliod with. Under its provisions 
the School Trustees are directed, for tho cur- 
rent school year, to report to the County Com- 
missioner* by the 10th day of January next. 
The annual reports from the Commissioners 
should be mailed to this department by the 
15th day ot January ; and must, at all events, 
be placed iu the hands of the Superintendent 
by the loth dav of February — the time when 
the county tables are delivered to tbe Auditor 
of Public Accounts. 

The County Commissioners are earnestly re- 
quested to comply promptly, on their part, 
with these provisions of the law, and to im- 
press tbeir Importance on the minds of the 
School Trustees in their respective counties, | 
so that the unfortunate practice of making de- j 
llnquonts or Irregular reports may be discon- 
tinued. 

More than twelve thousand sebooU, regularly 
nnd officially reported to this department 
during the past three years, have received their 
respective allowances, promptly and without 
trouble. Allowances to a few hundred delin- 
quent districts— -delinquent in rniiny instances 
in consequence of the sheerest negligence— I 
have entailed more labor on the Auditor and 
Superintendent than the entire twelve thou- j 
sand above mentioned. 

All outstanding claims on account of irreg- ! 
ularly reported districts are now being allowed 
as first as possible. 

It is by law made the duty of the Gierke | 
of tho County Courts to notify this depart- 
ment of tho election of School Commission- 1 
ere in their respective counties. From such . 
information only can the Superintendent 
have official knowledge of tho election of , 
any Obmmissioner. Attentiou is called to j 
Chapter 331, Acts 1861-2, which prescribes j 
the mode ot election of the Commissioners. 
In all cases, and there are many, where the ; 
Superintendent has not yet been apprised as 
to who havo been chosen Commissioners, it , 
is ho|>ed official notico thereof will be imme- j 
diately given. 

It is an encouraging fact that, financially, 
our Common Sciiool system is now in a better 
condition than it has been at any one timo 
sinco tho commencement of the existing trou- 
bles in tho country. Reference is made to the 
Annual Report for 1861 (now being distribut- 
ed), pages 30 and 32, for statements of the 
“amount ami condition of tho school lund," 
and of the “estimated amount of receipts from 
tho revenue of 1862,” which receipts aro to bo j 
paid out and disbursed, March 1, 1863, on nc- I 
count of common schools taught during the 
presont year. Facts which have since trans- 
pired confirm the truth of those estimates. 
There was, on the first day ot the present , 
month (November) in the treasury, and to the i 
credit of the school ftind, the sum of $148,860 
00. This sum will bo by March 1, 1863, in- 
creased to at least, if not more than, $250,000; 
which will, it is thought, authorize an allow- j 
ance to be made at the rate of one dollar per j 
scholar, counting the whole number to bo re- 
ported. Every district iu which a common 
school was taught during tho present year 
should be punctually and fully reported. " 

“ in order to obviate any difficulties which 
may arise from the non-delivery, tinder con- 
tract, of the public books and documents, tho 
school blanks — consisting of County Commis- 
sioner s Reports to tho Superintendent, Trus- 
tees Reports and Receipts, and Commissioners’ i 
Drafts ou the Auditor — will be tent out at once 
by mail, directed to the Commissioners, aud 
under care of the County Clerks of their re- 
spective counties. The Commissioners will, 
in all cases, please acknowledge receipt of 
these blanks as soon as they come to hand, so 
as to insure immediate attention to tbe matter 
from this department in case of aceicent or 
miscarriage.

Am English Newspaper Bocugt nr nv thb 
French Qovkrnmbnt.— An extraordinary suit 
^as recently brought in one ot the English 
courts, showing that the English papers nave 
been bought up to advocate the interests of 
France. Mr. Sergeant Glover, formerly pro- 
prietor of the Morning Chronicle, prosecuted 
Oount Persigny and M. Billault, botn of whom 
have filled the office of Minister of the Interior 
in Franco, while the Count was fbr a time tho 
French Ambassador at the Court of St. James. 
The sura to be recovered was £14,0G0, and it 
was claimed “for work and money laid out 
by the plaintiff in conducting the Morning 
Ulironicle, and writing aud translating certain 
articles from the French, and printing them 
in the Morning Chronicle.” The claim is dis- 
puted, and thus comes to be heard of. The 
contract was made through the instrumentali- 
ty of agents, whom the eminent Frenchmen 
now repudiate, disclaiming all knowledge of 
any such arrangement. Mr. Glover, however, 
affirms that he had an interview with ML Bil- 
lault iu Paris, when the Minister recognized 
the authority of the agents who had secured 
the services of the Chronicle. The case not 
only shows the corruptness and venality of 
the English press, but also illustrates the loose 
morality of French statesmanship, which does 
not hesitate to employ salable Journalists, and 
then refuse to pay them. It is a clear case of 
rascality on both sides. The agents of the 
Southern rebels have had a fine field for bribe- 
ry among British editors; and we now under- 
stand wliat inspires their howl against the 
American Union.
